Dominion May Use 


Alberta Vote Plan

OTTAWA. — The question of the 
adoption of the single transferable 
vote at the next federal election is 
very much to the fore, according to 
Jwes Castonguay, chief electoral 
officer, who has been totalling up 
votes in dominion elections for the 
past two decades, 

According to Mr. Castonguay, 
adoption of the transferable vote, 
which has long been in use in Man- 
itoba and Alberta, would be “more 
of a headache to the voting public 
than to this office.” It-would add 
only slightly to administrative prob- 
lems, but it would take the public 
a little time to get used to it, he 
believes, 

Information here is that the gov- 
ernment is giving careful consider- 
ation to the question and qualified 
officials are making an exhaustive 
examination of the vote recorded 
in the last general election on June 
11, 1945, 

It is also expected the special 
committee set up to deal with re- 
distribution will be asked to study 
the question of introducing 
transferable vote for federal 
elections in the future. 

The matter has been brought up 
in the commons and senate time 
after time. Senator John Haig, 
Progressive Conservative 
advocated setting up a committee 
to study the subject. He quoted 
figures to show that 48 of Ontario's 
82 members of parliament, 17 of 
Saskatchewan's 21 members, and 15 
of Manitoba’s 17 members were 


elected by minority votes under the | 


present system. 


Fails Build House, 
Must Pay Damages 


Mr. Justice O'Connor in supreme 
court Monday awarded damages of 
$4,275 and costs to A. K. Kennedy 
from E. B. Killips, city contractor. 


Kennedy and Killips entered into | 


a contract on March 26, 1945, where- 
by Killips agreed to build a house 
for Kennedy by July 15, 1945. Ken- 
nedy paid Killips $2,275 as 
part payment on the _ work 
which was to cost more than $5,000. 


The foundation was laid but no 
further work has been done since 
then. The court's award of damages 
equalled the money Kennedy had 
paid Killips plus $2,000, compensa- 
tion for the increased costs of build- 
ing since 1945. 

The defendant claimed he was 
unable to complete the work because 
of lack of materials, Brick was un- 
obtainable until last spring, he said 
on cross-examination, and by then 
the action had been started by Ken- 
nedy.

CALCUTTA, (AP) — Stabbing, 
burning and looting marked con- 
tinued Hindu-Moslem strife Tues- 
day as Mohandas K. Gandhi, Hindu 
spiritual leader, neared the city on 
his way to troubled east Bengal. 

Bows and arrows were among the 
weapons mobs used in the latest 
communal] violence in Calcutta, In 
the disturbed Noakhali and Tippera 
districts of east Benga] where Gand- 
hi is going, reports indicated refu- 
gees were returning home slowly 
under military and police protection 
and were being given food, clothing 
and medical supplies, 

Government sources here said 
that during the first 14 days of Oc- 
tober more than 800,000 persons were 
dependent upon the Bengal govern-

| sult of disturbances, 

Injuries from gunfire have been 
increasing, indicating that hooligan 
elements have been getting more 
firearms despite rigid British con- 
trol. Troops have been strengthened | 
in some areas. 

Reports told of heightened com- | 
munal strife in Howrah, across the | 
| river from Calcutta; continued riot- 
ing in Dacca, northeast of here, and 
riots spreading through several dis- | 
tricts near Chapra in Bihar pro-

Occupied Lands in East 


LONDON, (CP)—Prime Min- 
ister Stalin declared Tuesday 
that the Soviet Union has not 
developed an atomic bomb or 
any similar weapon. He also 
said Russia’s troop 
in the oceupied countries of 
eastern Europe totalled 60 divi- 
sions, “most not fully staffed,” 
instead of the 200 mentioned by 


Winston Churehill in his “ques- | 


tion statement” in the commons 
last week. A demobilization 
order will cut that force to 40 
divisions two months from now, 
Stalin added. 

In response to 31 questions 
submitted to him by Hugh 
Baillie, president of the Unit- 
ed Press association, Stalin 
accused Mr. Churchill of be- 
ing among the “instigators of 
a new war,” and disagreed 
with State Secretary Byrnes 
of the United States that 
there is growing tension be- 
tween Russia and the United 
States. 

In response to other 
tions, as broadcast by the Mos- 
cow radio, Stalin declared :

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Canada’s “man power” is estimated | 
to be four million men and women, That is 
the number, as nearly as can be calculated, 
who are of working age and fitness. These 
make up approximately one-third of the 
people in the Dominion, 

This of course means that four million | 
jobs are needed and will be needed. But it 
doesn’t mean that the governments, federal, 
provincial and municipal, will have to pro- 
vide that many jobs, or anything approach- 
ing the number. 

Most Canadians find jobs for themselves, 
on farms, in business, in the professions, That 
has always been true, even in the depths of 
the great depression, And a majority of the 
remaining minority have steady employment, 
even when times are bad. The margin who 
are neither self-employed nor permanently 
on pay-rolls is relatively small, 

Not only relatively small but actually | 
small if measured against the range and | 
variety of our natural resources and the world 
demand for the things Canada can produce, 
Slowed as production has been by the dead- 
locks in material-supplying industries, the 
call for labor is even now greater than the 
response. This call will be more urgent as 
the key industries get back into full output. 

For the home demand for consumer 
goods is almost without precedent, and the 
outside demand quite so. On the whole, our 
industries have not begun to catch up with 
the war-delayed requirements in the home 
market. Abroad, we are losing orders be- 
cause we cannot deliver the goods, 

This opportunity for greater-than-ever | 
production is not a short-time condition only. | 
The world shortages will not be overtaken 
for years. And if the United Nations live up 
to their pledges to stimulate and encourage | 
inter-nation trade, the foreign demand for our 
products will remain permanently at a far 
higher level than it ever before maintained 
in peacetime. 

Wartime, it is calculated, added perhaps 
a million, of both sexes, to our working, 
forces. They will all be needed if we step out 
into world markets as we have a wide open | 
opportunity to do. 


If This Be Winter 


May be it wasn’t the first breath of 
winter that swept across the prairies during | 
the week-end. But freezing temperatures, | 
chilly winds and a 20 inch snow-fall in the 
southern districts of Alberta spread that im- | 
pression pretty :generally and persuasively. 
Remembering that what the weather will 
do next in this part of the world is a subject 
for speculation, it may be taken that winter 
has arrived. early, and more gently than it 
sometimes does. Perhaps gently because 
earlier than usual 

Not all of Alberta's big grain crop has 
been taken care of. In many localities there 
is still threshing to be done, and in some 
stooks are still standing in the fields. But 
generally the farmers have got through with 
these operations and have done considerable 
fall-plowing, according to reports. Harvest 
weather has not been ideal, but machinery, 
long hours, and a better supply of help than 
for some years, made the best of the favor- 
able days. 

Albertans have another advantage, which 
can hardly be over estimated. They do not 
need to worry about fuel. In that respect 
they hold a preferred position. Coal is plen- 
tiful, and agreements have been signed which 
guarantee continuous operation of the mines. 
Natural gas is plentiful as it is not in any 
other province in Canada. 

At the risk of being “odious” people in 
this province may draw comparisons with 
the fuel situation elsewhere, and find ample 
cause to congratulate themselves. In Van- 
couver, for instance, house-holders' three 
months ago were wondering, and doing 
some worrying, about what they would have 
to burn when winter came. It wasn’t idle 
wondering either, for it costs as much to 
heat a house in Vancouver as it does in Ed- | 
monton, Yet that costal area enjoys higher 
winter temperatures than any other part | 
of Canada, The fuel outlook from Alberta 
eastward can be no better than it is in the 
coastal zone, and in some provinces is even 
promising. Federal regulations were 
eased the other day to allow people in central 
Canada to buy whatever kind of coal they 
can get. 

Albertans do not, and never have, suffi- 
ciently appreciated the blessing of their un- 
limited supplies of fuel. If they did, fewer 
of them would retire as they grow older to 
areas where the climate is milder but where 
the problem of getting something to burn 
is seri: There is no part of Canada where 
can more comfortable in winter 
than they are in Alberta. That is something 
to recognize, and to be thankful for

A War Casualty 


The doctor who attended the late Presi- 


dent Roosevelt during his term in the White 


House has given a detailed report of the 
medical conditions which preceded his sud- 
den death. There was, he says, nothing 
organically wrong with Mr. Roosevelt, 
though he had lost weight and his heart 
action at times was not satisfactory. No 
extreme blood pressure or hardening of the 
arteries gave warning of what was to happen. 

This seems to confirm the instinctive 
supposition of laymen that Mr. Roosevelt 


was a war casualty, not a victim of any} 


long-standing ailment, nor of anything which 
could have been foreseen. With victory al- 
most in sight, a blood-vessel broke in the 
over-strained brain, and the giant fell—as 
much to the surprise of his medical advisers 
as to others. 

It is fair to conclude that some respon- 
sibility for the tragedy rests with the admin- 
istrative system of which Mr. Roosevelt was 
head. Under that system the president is 
in reality the administration. His cabinet 
is composed of advisers who have no stand- 
ing in Congress, and for whom the president 
must answer both to the legislators and to 
the public. 

That arrangement throws upon the 
holder of the presidential office the burden 
which in other parliamentary countries, Can- 
ada for example,—is borne by a dozen or 
more ministers, all members of the legisla- 
tive body, and each of whom is held account- 
able. in the first instance for the conduct of 
his department. It is reasonable to assume 
that this is one reason why presidents of the 
United States frequently break down, while 
in Canada prime ministers live to a ripe old 
age.

MONTREAL — It is an old story 
that inventors and engineers, make 
monkeys out of politicians and eco- 
nomists. The mechanical revolu-

But an even greater revolution

| It is too soon to know for sure. 
available tell me that a revolution 
in human habits has already begun. 
The mothers of Quebec have begun 
to plan parenthood, and to limit 
their families, as wives long since 
did in most other civilized count- 
ries. 

Social scientists in Canada’s ca- 
pital say that nobody will know for 
sure till 1948, or even later, But 
there is enough evidence available 
already to suggest that the Family 
Allowance plan has begun a new 
era of freedom for the French-Ca- 
nadian mother, For the first time 
in history, the great mass of. the 
mothers of Quebec have cash in 
hand over which they have person- 
al, legal control. 


In the province of Quebec there 
are two trends clearly in evidence 
There is a definitely organized 
movement afoot not just to main- 
tain French and English cultures 
side by side, and intermingled. 
There is a new insistence on speak- 
ing French in business establish- 
ments which customarily used to 
speak English. 

I did not find any such signs my- 
self in the east end of Montreal 
But I am assured by commercial 
travellers and others that there is 
a slogan in increasing use. It runs 
“Only French Spoken Here”, 

The other side of this story is 
that the forces fighting to keep 
Irench Canada deliberately iso- 
lated ideologically from the res: 
of the North American continent 
are fighting a losing battle. 

The World War II veterans of 
French origin are, in the main, the 
strongest enemies of the isolation- 
ist position, 

In the armed forces these mea 
and women found they could not 
only mix with their English com- 
patriots but could hold their 
own with them on any competitive 
level, Many of these have made 
their wartime experience the basis 
for confidence to undertake some 
business enterprise designed to 
cater to English-speaking Canada 
as well as to the French-Canadian 
part, 

Thus we see action and counter- 
action working out side by side, 

All the facts of business, travel 
radio, politics are working to break 
down the wails of cultural insula- 
tion around Quebec, And, because 
‘hat fact is well known to the ele- 
ments who have been determined 
‘io keep French Canada insulated 
they have definitely organized 
counter measures 


A pessimist might say of Canada 
that, after about a century and a 
half of trying to live together, all 
that we have achieved is (as Sieg- 
fried put it) a “modus vivendi with- 


out cordiality.” A wag might go 
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further and argue that the present 
relationship is ‘“nontente uncor- 
diale.” 

That would be only a superficial 
view. In spite of the fact that Eng-

Again and 
again stalemate between the White 
House and the Capitol has para- 
lyzed public policy, whereas under 
our system of government respon- 
sible to the legislature, no such 
stalemate is possible. 


When the most powerful nation 
in the world reverses over night 
the course it has followed from 
its beginning, a period of confusion 
may be expected. We are seeing 
it now. It was expressed first in 
the Congressional debate on the 
British loan—the first vital test of 
the nation’s willingness to co-oper- 
ate in the reconstruction of the 
world economy.

However, Mr, Wallace’s own be- 
wilderment, the confusion of a fine 
and honest man, reflects the con- 
fusion of the American mind, from 
which it is now extricating itself. 
Mr, Wallace was appalled by the 
risks of a world-wide policy and 
‘attempted to dodge them. He 
found himself advocating the para- 
dox of One World economically and 
Two Worlds politically. Finally 
he seemed to discover, to his own 
amazement—just as the President 
discovered almost too late—that 
his theories appeared to everybody 
else as a new form of exiended iso- 
lationism which, in fact, they were, 

All this temporarily damaged the 
United States in negotiations with 
Russia by encouraging the belief 
that the American policy was shaky 
at home and subject to change, but 
in the long run, Mr, Wallace’s out- 
burst should serve a very useful 
purpose. It has compelled the 
American people to read far be- 
yond the general declaratian of an 
international policy and consider 
the detailed application of it.

City to Await Agreement 
Before Taking Over Airport 


Control of Edmonton's airport will not be assumed by the City 
of Edmonton until such times as the details of the agreement under 
which the Dominion government relinquishes its authority over the 
field have been drafted to the satisfaction of civic officials, Mayor 
Harry Ainlay stated Tuesday. 

HE SAID THAT THE CITY was assigning space in hangars at 
the airport to commercial companies, but would not assume con- 
trol of operation until the agreement between the Dominion and 
municipal governments had been drafted. 

At present, said Mayor Ainlay, the city is without full knowledge 
of the terms of the agreement, and until such time as its provisions 
are examined, the city will decline to take over full control. He 
said it was anticipated the agreement could be completed by the 
end of November. 

COMMENTING ON THE SLOWNESS of the preparation of the 
transfer agreement Mayor Ainlay said that when the Dominion 
government took over control of the airport during the war years 
three members of the Dominion department concerned came to 
Edmonton to negotiate the transfer agreement. 

“It is only reasonable to expect that at least one member of that 
department now should come to Edmenton to discuss the agree- 
ment re-transferring control back to the municipality,’ Mayor 
Ainlay stated,

The following letter reveals some 
of the mistakes which are made in 
an effort to gain weight, 

A reader writes; “I cannot imag- 
ine why I do not gain weight. I 
have a fair appetite but I always 
eat much more than I really want 
As a matter of fact, I simply stuff 
myself at every meal with all of 
the high calorie foods I can get 
I eat fried foods which I hear are 
higher in calories than others, I 
judge this true because my friends 
who reduce, always leave them off 
Also, I never have a meal without 
a rich dessert at the end of it and 
yet I stay skinny.” 

ONE OF THE main reasons for 
underweight is vitamin deficiency 
Evidently this would-be gainer has 
given no thought to obtaining the 
foods necessary to a well-nourish- 
ed and well-functioning body, The 
woman who wishes to gain should 
take care that she has a good vari- 
ety of vegetables and fresh fruits 
and fruit juices in her diet. She 
should have whole wheat and eggs 
milk and meat, too. 

The foods she eats 
easily digested. For that 
docs not eat rich heavy greasy food 
but simple nourishing ones, It is 
true that she can add more butter 
to her meat and that she can stand 
more desserts than her fat sister 
However let her get the extra cal- 
ories from cheese and milk and 
cream, rather than from fat and 
highly seasoned foods, 

It never helps to eat until you 
are stuffed. This wll give you in- 
digestion rather than extra pounds 
Try eating small healthful snacks 
between meals rather than uncom- 
fortable amounts at your three us- 
ual repasts,

Controls Modified 
On Grain Shipment 


WINNIPEG, (CP)—The Canadian 
Wheat board announced Monday 
the ratio of shipments between 
wheat and oats has been modified 
Previously three cars of wheat 
had to be shipped before each car 
of oats, 

The order now will apply only 
on oats shipments to the lakehead, 
to terminals at Vancouver-New 
Westminster and all-rail east, Ship- 
ments to other destinations may 
be made regardless of the ratio. 

Oats may be shipped out of any 
elevator where there is not a 
shippable carlot of wheat in store 

In the shipment of oats to Pacific 
coast terminals, the movement must 
remain within the 1 to 3 ratio and 
the division between export and 
domestic suppiies remains under the 
control of the feeds administration. 


Modifications of the restrictions 
on the shipment of oats will 
facilitate the handling of grain 
m Edmonton territory where oats 
and barley form a higher proportion 
of the crop than on jhe open| 
prairies, {
